Mr. FROUDE is to contribute an important se- 
ries of papers to the next volume of Scribner’s 
Monthly, entitled *‘ The Annals of an English Ab- 
bey,”’ and giving the history for six hundred years 
of the most notable of the religious houses of 
England. The same volume will contain also a 
series of poems by Mr. Benj. F. Taylor, singing the 
music of the old-time spinning wheel, the flail, and 
the stage-coach. This latter series of articles will 
be beautifully illustrated. 


DUDLEY WARNER’s “ Saunterings” is said to 
have reached a sale of 20,000 copies, and Miss 
Hunt’s “ Bits of Talk,” one of 10,000, while other 
books of travel have done proportionately well. 
Publishers may find a significance in these facts. 


VictoR HvucGo’s new novel is ready for the 
press, but it is feared that its publication in 
France will be prohibited. In that case it will be 
issued at Brussels. 


A REMARKABLE work on “ The Chronology of 
the Bible,” by Chevalier Ernst Bunsen, is to be 
issued simultaneously on both sides of the water 
and in four languages—English, German, French, 
and Italian. One of its novel features will be the 
calculation of the age of Christ at the time of the 
crucifixion as being 49 instead of 33. 


In his recent “ Notice” of the library of the 
American Antiquarian Society of Boston, Mr. 
Paine mentions, among the curious old books 
therein contained, M. Isaac la Peyrere’s “ Theo- 
logical Systeme upon that Presupposition that 
Men were before Adam. The First Part: Lon- 


don. Printed in the year 1655.” The second 
volume appeared the following year under this 
title: “Men before Adam; or, a Discourse upon 
the Twelfth, Thirteenth, and Fourteenth Verses 
of the Fifth Chapter of the Epistle of the Apostle 
Paul to the Romans, by which are proved that the 
first Man was created before Adam. London. 
Printed in the year 1656.” 


AMONG the unpublished works of the late Lord 
Lytton was a tragedy, called “‘ Gdipus,” founded 
on the well-known classical legend. The play, 
says the Atheneum, was intended for the stage, 
and was placed in the hands of Mr. Phelps, dur- 
ing the period of his re of Sadler’s Wells 
Theatre, for rehearsal. Lord Lytton, however, 
altered his intention, and withdrew the manuscript 
from Mr. Phelps’ hands, and probably destroyed 
it, as, we believe, it is not to be found among the 
manuscripts left by his lordship. 


THE London Pudlishers’ Circular understands 
that a new literary review will be published at the 
beginning of next year, combining the salient 
characteristics of the Atheneum, the Academy, 
and Notes and Queries. It will supply a regular 
weekly account of English and foreign literature, 
science and learning, the fine arts and archeology, 
music and the drama. The proprietors have pur- 
chased all rights in the fortnightly Academy jour- 
nal, and intend to make that the scientific and 
learned part of the new paper, though whether un- 
der the name of the Academy or some other name 
is not yet determined. 


PROF. JOWETT is revising the proofs of a second 
edition of his translation of “* Plato’s Dialogues.” 
He is recruiting his he:lth in Italy, and any more 
laborious work is forbidden by his physicians, 


Pror. EDWARD C, PICKERING, of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, has just pub- 
lished, through Hurd & Houghton, the “ Elements 
of Physica! Manipulation.”’ It is a very interest- 
ing and useful work, intended for students and 
amateurs, discussing the general methods of in- 
vestigation, and showing a series of experiments 
in sound, light, and the mechanics of gases, liquids, 
and solids. The work has an excellent and tak- 
ing feature in that the apparatus it requires is 
simple and inexpensive; so that it cannot fail of 
popularity with amateur photographers and ex- 
perimenters in natural philosophy. 


THERE has been a curious contention in Eng- 
land between two “publishing companies.”” Both 
are composed of amateur authors, who publish 
their own works. Originally they all belonged to 
“The British Literary Club,” but, in consequence 
of a disagreement, several members left and start- 
ed the Amateur Authors’ Association. A paper 
war ensued, and some of the combatants appeared 
in the public courts. The British Literary Club 
subsequently became the Town and Country Pub- 
lishing Company (Limited), andthe Amateur Au- 
thors’ Association the Charing Cross Publishing 
Company (Limited). The former has been per- 
secuting the latter by summoning it into court, 
but has been conducting the cases in so amateur- 
ish a way tnat they are dismissed with plaintifi’s 
costs each time. 

Tue London Bookseller, in its classified book 
list, places works on Freemasonry under the 
heading of ‘‘ Charlatanism.” 


Tue authors of that clever production, “The 
Coming K——,,” are writing a set of poetic books 
to be called “The Siliad; or, the Siege of the 
Seats.” 
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Mr. WILLIAM CHAPPELL’s “ History of Music” 


is forthcoming shortly in England. 

Ir is reported that the Shah sold the copyright 
of his “ Journal of Travel” to a London pub- 
lisher. 

“How to Get out of Newgate: by One who 


has Done it, and Can Do it Again,” is the title of 


an entertaining drochure by Happy-thoaght Bur- 
nand. 


Mr. HARGRAVE JENNINGS is greatly troubled 
at finding that we do not think so highly of his 
new book, “ Oneof the Thirty,” as he does him- 
self. Indeed, so disappointed is he that he con- 
cludes his letter to us by quoting a most melan- 
choly description of the state of literature. “ Lite- 
rature,” he tells us, “a very clever man has 
declared, ‘ has now become a Game, in which the 
Booksellers are the Kings, the Critics the Knaves, 
the Public the Pack, and the poor Author the 
mere Table, or “ Thing played upon.”’” = And in 
his despondency Mr. Jennings adds, “A target 
for all! with his ‘newness’ turned against him.” 
Poor Mr. Jennings !—Athenaum. 


Mr. RusKIN still persists in the curious mode 


of publishing his works which he has practiced of 


late years, and which, it was rumored some 
months ago, he purposed abandoning. He is now 
printing his Oxford lectures. Of “ Love’s Meinie: 
Lectures on Greek and English Birds,” the second 
lecture, on “ The Swallow,” is out. Of his “ Faci- 
nora Dierum: Six Lectures on Wood and Metal 
Engraving,” the first and second are nearly ready. 
The subjects of these lectures are as follows: 1, 


the definition of engraving; 2, the relation of 


engraving to other arts in Florence ; 3, the tech- 
nics of wuod engraving ; 4, the technics of metal 
engraving; 5, design in the German schools of 
engraving (Holbein & Durer); and 6, design in 
the Florentine schools of engraving (S. Botticelli). 
Of the revised edition of his entire works, volume 
6, “ The Crown of Wild Olive,” is in preparation. 
It will contain an additional chapter on “ The 
Economics of the Kings of Prussia.” —Atheneum.
